In  these  days  of  urban  deteriora- 
tion and  the  spread  of  suburbs  that 
consume  valuable  farm  and  timber- 
land,  the  Athens  area  is  one  of  the 
few  places  in  the  country  where  the 
past  coincides  with   the  present. 

A  beautifully  clear  reminder  of  this 
connection  is  The  Athens  County  Cen- 
tennial Atlas,  1905,  a  history  spon- 
sored by  the  people  who  were  part  of 
it.  The  Atlas  is  receiving  a  second 
printing  through  the  Ohio  University 
Press.  Released  this  month  in  fac- 
simile form,  the  Atlas  was  first  com- 
piled and  written  by  Fred  W.  Bush, 
then  editor  of  The  Athens  Messenger 
and  Herald. 

Leading  citizens  paid  for  having 
their  family  story  and  photographs  of 
themselves,  their  homes  or  farms,  and 
their  businesses  included.  The  lan- 
guage of  these  personal  chronicles  ex- 
presses the  spirit  of  the  period.  Ohio 
University  Press  Director  Pat  Fitch 
notes  that  "the  style  is  slightly  ar- 
chaic; there  is  a  certain  gentility  and 
politeness."  The  result,  she  explains, 
is  that  "it's  a  history  that  is  fun  to 
read." 

One    passage,    paid    for    by    Ohio 


University,  demonstrates  not  only  this 
difference  in  language  but  also  a  dif- 
ference in  prices  which  alone  can  in- 
duce nostalgia: 

"Board  can  be  obtained  within  a 
reasonable  distance  of  the  University 
at  $3.25  per  week.  By  forming  clubs, 
students  may  board  from  $1.75  to 
$2.25  per  week.  Tho.se  students  whose 
circumstances  require  it,  are  allowed 
to  board  themselves,  but  this  plan  is 
not  recommended,  because  likely  to 
be  prejudicial  to  health  and  good 
scholarship." 

It  is  the  history  of  the  county,  how- 
ever, which  ties  the  book  together. 
There  are  well-illustrated  and  re- 
searched articles  on  the  history  of 
Ohio  University,  the  mounds  of 
Athens  County,  and  the  Hocking 
Canal.

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Ohio  University  Update 


When  the  Board  of  Trustees  met 
in  No\ember,  they  were  faced  with 
an  $800,000  budget  problem  caused 
by  civil  sei"\ice  personnel  costs  man- 
dated by  the  Ohio  legislature,  a  $404,- 
000  reduction  in  state  subsidy  result- 
ing from  Gov.  James  Rhodes"  2  per 
cent  cut  in  allocations  to  all  state 
agencies,  and  soaring  utility  costs. 

To  help  meet  the  rise  in  expendi- 
tures and  the  reduction  in  income, 
the  board  unanimously  voted  to  join 
the  majority  of  the  state's  universities 
in  raising  student  fees. 

The  S15  fee  increase,  effective  win- 
ter quarter,  included  $10  added  to 
the  instructional  fee,  the  first  such 
increase  in  nearly  four  years,  and  a 
$5  addition  to  the  general  fee,  the 
first  increase  in  seven  years. 

The  action  followed  similar  in- 
creases at  seven  other  state  universi- 
ties within  the  last  year,  and  puts  the 
University's  fees  in  the  middle  range 
of  those  charged  at  state  universities. 

The  instructional  fee  is  now  $220 
and  the  general  fee  is  $55. 

Part  of  the  budget  problem  arose 
when,  based  on  estimates  by  le.gisla- 
tors  last  June,  the  University  budgeted 
$208,000  for  civil  service  pay  increases 
from  Jan.  1  to  June  30,  1976.  Since 
then,  actual  costs  arising  from  lon- 
gevity and  reclassification  have 
pushed  the  six-month  cost  to  $446,- 
000,  leaving  a  deficit  of  $238,000. 
Total  cost  of  the  pay  bill  for  OU  for 
the  biennium  is  projected  at  $1.3 
million. 

Despite  stringent  conservation 
measures  which  have  cut  utility  use 
on  campus  markedly,  the  savings  have 
been  offset  by  rate  increases.  Figures 
show  a  24.6  per  cent  reduction  in 
usage  vs.  a  38.6  per  cent  rate  increase 
for  natural  gas,  a  5.2  per  cent  reduc- 
tion in  usage  vs.  a  42  per  cent  rate 
increase  for  electricity,  and  a  12.6  per 
cent  reduction  in  usage  vs.  a  47.6  per 
cent  rate  increase  for  coal. 

The  net  increase  in  total  utility 
costs  will  require  a  minimum  addi- 
tion of  $147,000  to  a  $1.2  million 
utility  budget  for  the  year. 

In  working  out  the  revised  budget, 
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the  trustees  took  into  account  the 
revenue  the  newly  approved  fee  struc- 
ture will  bring  in  winter  and  spring 
quarters,  additional  fee  income  gen- 
erated by  overall  gains  in  enrollment 
in  the  summer  and  the  academic  year 
quarters. 


Increases  in  the  number  of  new- 
freshmen,  graduate  students  and 
branch  campus  enrollees  helped  boost 
this  fall's  enrollment  figures  well 
above  estimates  made  last  spring. 

The  main  campus  enrollment  came 
in  at  13,154  and  included  a  greater- 
than-anticipated  number  of  returning 
undergraduates. 

The  fre.shman  class,  up  6  per  cent 
from  last  year,  was  cited  as  evidence 
that  the  University's  enrollment, 
which  is  down  slightly  from  last  year, 
is  leveling  off  at  a  size  which  OU  can 
expect  to  maintain. 

The  branch  campuses  had  an  in- 
crease of  15  per  cent,  with  their  en- 
rollment   totaling    3,972. 

A  breakdown  of  the  main  campus 
enrollment  shows  81  per  cent  of  the 
students  are  from  Ohio  and  the  rest 
from  out  of  state  and  foreign  coun- 
tries. There  are  550  from  overseas. 
.\bout  89  per  cent  of  the  main  cam- 
pus enrollees  are  full-time. 


Dr.  Harr\-  Crewson,  interim  presi- 
dent during  1974-75.  has  become  the 
second  person  in  OU's  history  to  be 
named   a  trustee  professor. 

Crewson's  special  designation  as 
Trustee  Professor  of  Economics  was 
given  by  the  trustees  to  exhibit  their 
esteem  and  appreciation.  The  only 
other  recipient  has  been  Dr.  Walter 
S.  Gamertsfelder,  interim  president 
from  1943  to  1945. 

Crewson,  who  has  taught  at  OU 
for  over  25  years,  will  travel  to 
Malaysia  in  January  to  establish  a 
new  inaster's  degree  program  in  eco- 
nomic education  at  the  M.\RA  In- 
stitute of  Technology.  That  degree 
will  be  offered  through  a  contractual 


agreement  between  OU  and   the  in- 
stitute in  Malaysia. 


In  October,  President  Charles  J. 
Ping  created  a  new  University  Coun- 
cil to  advise  him  on  broad  institution- 
al issues. 

Ping  described  the  council  as 
analogous  to  a  cabinet  which  will  have 
private  meetings  to  encourage  candor 
and  profitable  discussion. 

Final  decisions  on  issues  will  be 
made  by  Dr.  Ping  but  "may  be  vastly 
different  from  my  original  inclinations 
by  virtue  of  the  counsel  of  this  group," 
he  noted. 

Rotation  in  the  membership  each 
year  will  insure  a  change  in  view- 
points and  the  opportunity  for  new 
ideas   to  be   introduced. 


The  Board  of  Trustees  has  au- 
thorized the  scheduling  of  an  election 
winter  quarter  to  determine  the  will 
of  the  faculty  on  the  question  of 
representation  by  a  bargaining  agent. 

The  resolution  read:  "If  a  majority 
of  the  faculty  who  vote  indicate  that 
it  is  their  will  to  be  represented  by  an 
agent,  the  board  will  regard  this  de- 
cision as  binding  and  hereby  author- 
izes the  scheduling  of  a  second  elec- 
tion to  determine  which  agent  will 
represent  the  faculty  for  the  purpose 
of  collective  bargaining." 


John  L.  McDonald  has  been  ap- 
pointed assistant  to  the  president  for 
equal  opportunity  programs  at  the 
University  effective  January    12. 

McDonald  holds  a  J.D.  degree 
from  the  Pepperdine  School  of  Law 
at  Anaheim,  Calif.,  and  a  B.A.  from 
the  University  of  California  at  Irvine. 

His  work  experience  includes  three 
years  as  assistant  dean  with  the  Edu- 
cational Opportunity/Special  Sen.'ices 
program  at  Irvine  and  employment 
in  the  Graduate  Division,  for  which 
he  developed  a  campus  Graduate  Af- 
firmative Action  Program.

From  the  OU  Fund 


The  new  Deferred  Gifts  and  Estate 
Planning  program  at  Ohio  University 
which  has  been  under  design  for  over 
12  months  by  a  special  OU  Fund 
committee,  has  created  special  trust 
funds  through  The  First  Trust  Com- 
pany of  Ohio  for  the  benefit  of  Ohio 
alumni  and  friends.  As  introduced  in 
the  September-October  issue  of  The 
Alumni  Journal,  charitable  remainder 
trust  agreements  and  pooled  income 
funds  allow  significant  gifts  to  be 
made  for  the  benefit  of  the  University 
while  guaranteeing  lifetime  incomes 
to  the  donor  benefactors,  plus  gen- 
erous and  immediate  tax  deductions 
as  allowed  by  the  Tax  Reform  Act. 

Two  Life  Unitrust  Examples:  In 
preparing  a  charitable  remainder  uni- 
trust with  annual  income  of  5%  to 
himself,  his  wife  for  her  life  and  fi- 
nally the  proceeds  to  The  Ohio  Uni- 
versity Fund,  Inc.,  alumnus  Dr.  John 
A.  Smith  did  the  following:  Being  55 
years  of  age  and  his  wife  52,  their 
plans  included  a  substantial  gift  of 
$100,000  worth  of  appreciated  stocks 
to  The  Fund  for  a  pre-medical 
scholarship  endowment.  On  the  ad- 
vice of  his  attorney  and  in  consulta- 
tion with  a  representative  of  the  OU 
Fund,  a  charitable  remainder  unitrust 
was  drawn  which  provides  the  doctor 
and  Mrs.  Smith  an  important  hedge 
against  inflation.  Annually  the  trus- 
tee. First  Trust  Company  of  Ohio, 
will  compute  the  trust's  asset  value 
and  pay  Dr.  Smith  5%  of  the  trust's 
value.  The  payments  are  made  di- 
rectly to  Dr.  Smith  for  life  and  will 
continue  to  Mrs.  Smith  for  her  life 
in  the  event  he  predeceases  her.  Upon 
termination  of  the  trust,  the  assets  go 
to  the  OU  Fund  to  endow  the  Dr. 
John  and  Mary  Smith  Pre-medical 
Scholarship  Fund. 

The  tax  results:  The  Smiths  are 
entitled  to  a  gift  contribution  and 
tax  deduction  of  $36,269  for  their 
establishment  of  a  irrevocable  chari- 
table remainder  unitrust.  They  may 
deduct  an  amount  up  to  30%  of  their 
income  the  first  year  with  the  balance 
or  carryover  being  deducted  from  the 
following  years  income   (up  to  5  ad-

ditional  years  allowed).  Because  Dr. 
Smith  is  in  the  55%  income  tax 
bracket,  the  deduction  increases  his 
spendable  income  over  a  2-year  period 
by  more  than  $19,000.  By  filing  a  gift 
tax  return  reporting  the  value  of  Mrs. 
.Smith's  right  to  receive  annual  pay- 
ments for  the  unitrust  following  his 
death,  there  will  be  no  tax  to  pay 
because  Dr.  Smith  has  not  used  up 
any  part  of  his  $30,000  lifetime  ex- 
emption allowed  him.  Additionally, 
since  the  original  cost  of  the  stock 
to  Dr.  Smith  was  $50,000  there  are 
no  capital  gains  taxes  on  the  gifts  of 
appreciated  securities  to  the  OU 
Fund,  Inc.,  as  a  fully  tax  deductible 
charitable  organization.  At  his  death 
his  estate  will  have  a  partially  off- 
setting estate  tax  deduction,  actuarial- 
ly computed  and  based  on  the  value 
of  the  property  remaining  in  the 
trust,  less  the  value  of  Mrs.  Smith's 
lifetime  share  in  the  trust. 

This  is  an  example  of  a  "two-life 
trust" ;  similar  type  trusts  may  be 
prepared  for  "single-life  trusts''  with 
even  greater  tax  benefits  or  for  two 
lives  involving  "donor-brother  or  sis- 
ter" provisions.  While  other  examples 
will  be  discussed  in  future  issues  of 
The  Alumni  Journal,  you  should 
always  consult  your  personal  attorney 
in  planning  your  financial  affairs.

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Osteopathic  College  Under  Way 


Grosvenor  Hall  on  the  West  Green 
is  to  become  the  new  home  for  the 
University's  recently  established  Col- 
lege of  Osteopathic  Medicine. 

The  facility  is  to  be  renovated  and 
faculty  hired  in  time  for  a  fall,  1976 
class  of  24  students.  Already  requests 
for  applications  are  being  filled. 

Eventually  the  school  plans  to  en- 
roll 100  freshmen  each  year  which 
would  bring  the  school's  total  enroll- 
ment to  400  in  all  classes. 

Development  of  the  college  is  being 
directed  by  Acting  Dean  Gerald  A. 
Faverman  who  expects  to  recruit  at 
least  eight  faculty  and  staff  this  year 
for  the  college's  fall  opening. 

Faverman  is  also  seeking  additional 
funds  from  the  state  legislature  be- 
yond the  $670,000  originally  allocated 
to  set  up  the  college  in  order  that 
some  renovations  can  be  made  on 
Grosvenor  Hall.  Faverman  noted  that 
remodeling  the  existing  building  will 
prevent  the  state  from  having  to  ex- 
pend large  sums  to  build  new  medical 
facilities. 

Besides  preparing  a  building  and 
hiring  faculty,  Faverman  and  a  Uni- 
versity advisory  committee  are  work- 
ing out  the  college's  curriculum  in 
accordance  with  accreditation  re- 
quirements set  by  the  American 
Osteopathic  Association.  Early  next 
spring,  a  team  of  educators  and  physi- 
cians will  be  on  campus  to  give  pre-

liminary  approval  prior  to  the  open- 
ing of  Ohio's  first  osteopathic  college. 

Faverman  said  that  until  now 
Southeastern  Ohio  was  the  only  area 
of  the  state  with  no  medical  school. 

The  Ohio  Osteopathic  Association 
reports  that  although  there  are  only 
1,200  osteopathic  doctors  in  Ohio, 
they  provide  family  health  care  for 
about  one-fourth  of  the  state's  popu- 
lation. 

The  fact  that  osteopathic  physicians 
tend  to  go  into  family  practice  rather 
than  specialties  is  the  reason  they  are 
becoming  more  popular,  according  to 
Faverman. 

He  said  that  in  1970  only  five 
schools  of  osteopathic  medicine  ex- 
isted in  the  nation,  but  since  1970 
the  number  of  schools  has  increased 
to  10,  including  the  Ohio  University 
facility. 

The  osteopathic  school  at  Michigan 
State  University,  where  Faverman 
was  employed  prior  to  coming  to  OU, 
was  the  first  state-supported  osteo- 
pathic college  in  the  country.  Since 
1970  when  Michigan's  school  became 
state-affiliated,  four  out  of  the  five 
new  schools  have  been  established 
with  state  money. 

Faverman    plans    within    the    next 


two  years  to  seek  funding  from  a 
variety  of  sources  for  the  establish- 
ment of  rural  clinics  where  graduates 
of  the  medical  college  "can  freely  opt 
for  a  lifestyle  of  service  in  a  rural 
area." 


The  Helping   Professions 

Ohio  University  has  a  long  tradi- 
tion of  preparing  students  for  what 
today  are  called  "the  helping  profes- 
sions." 

OU's  pre-med  programs,  offered 
through  the  Department  of  Zoology 
and  Microbiology  and  the  Chemistry 
Department,  have  an  enviable  rec- 
ord of  placing  graduates  in  medical 
schools,  while  the  School  of  Hearing 
and  Speech  Sciences  within  the  Col- 
lege of  Communication  enjoys  a  na- 
tional reputation. 

Other  programs  include  the  Psy- 
chology Department's  clinical  train- 
ing option  and  the  College  of  Edu- 
cation's curricula  for  students  planning 
to  work  in  special  education. 

The  College  of  Osteopathic  Medi- 
cine, the  Department  of  Social  Work 
and  the  School  of  Nursing  are  three 
of  the  more  recent  programs. 
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Social  Work  Expanding

Thirty-five  years  ago,  Ohio  Uni- 
versity's sociology  department  offered 
one  of  the  first  social  work  course 
sequences  in  the  country. 

Out  of  these  courses  grew  Ohio 
University's  Department  of  Social 
Work,  which  today  offers  a  bachelor 
of  arts  degree  with  a  major  in  social 
work.  The  liberal  arts  background  is 
unique  among  social  work  programs, 
which  generally  offer  bachelor  of  so- 
cial work  degrees. 

The  social  work  department,  which 
currently  has  about  200  students  en- 
rolled, has  another  degree  option  in 
its  two-year  Mental  Health  Tech- 
nology  Program. 

All  social  work  programs  incorpo- 
rate field  experience  through  prac- 
ticum  courses  and  draw  on  rural 
social  service  agencies  available  in  the 
area. 

.\c  cording  to  Helen  Worstell, 
chairman  of  the  department,  there 
are  "twenty  different  agencies  within 
sixty  miles  of  Athens  where  students 
spend  one  year  working  with  profes- 
sional supervision." 

Practicum  experience  is  available 
in  1 1  fields  ranging  from  community 
action  and  childrens  services  to  geri- 
atrics and  corrections.  Open  to  upper- 


class  students,  the  practicum  entails 
working  with  an  agency  two  days  a 
week.  "By  the  end  of  the  year,  stu- 
dents will  be  functioning  exactly  as  a 
social  service  worker  does,"  Mrs. 
\Vorstell   explains. 

In  addition  to  the  year-long  expe- 
rience, further  specialized  training  is 
available  to  students  in  a  one  to  ten 
hour  course  which  places  students  in 
an  agency  for  one  term. 

Although  agencies  are  not  reim- 
bursed for  their  job  training,  the  de- 
partment, in  a  special  arrangement 
with  the  Graduate  College,  offers  tui- 
tion fee  waivers  to  all  agencies  hosting 
practicum  students. 

Within  the  social  work  department, 
a  new  specialization  in  child  welfare 
will  be  starting  in  January  under  a 
grant  from  the  Department  of  Health. 
Education  and  Welfare.  Miriam  Clu- 
bok  and  Dr.  William  Horner,  assis- 
tant professors  in  social  work,  received 
the  grant  to  design  the  one-year  pro- 
gram for  social  work  seniors.  The 
grant  also  will  pro\ide  a  $1,000  sti- 
pend for  10  social  work  majors  par- 
ticipating in  the  course. 

In  addition  to  the  HEW  grant,  the 
directors  of  the  Child  Welfare  Pro- 
gram expect  to  receive  an  Ohio  De- 


partment of  Public  Welfare  grant  in 
early  January  for  more  stipends  and 
teaching  costs. 

.Mso,  a  National  Institute  of  Men- 
tal Health  grant  has  been  awarded 
to  the  Mental  Health  Technology 
Program,  a  specialized  two-year  cur- 
riculum in  the  social  work  depart- 
ment. One  of  the  few  institutions  in 
the  coimtn'  with  a  NIMH  grant,  the 
MHT  program  combines  general 
coursework  with  a  one-year  field 
practicum  and  leads  to  an  Associate 
in  Applied  Science  degree. 

Currently  limited  to  30  new  stu- 
dents a  year,  the  course  offers  train- 
ing for  work  in  mental  health  and 
human  services  areas,  and  graduates 
are  eligible  for  the  State  Civil  Service 
classification  of  Mental  Health  Tech- 
nologist 1. 

The  MHT  Program  is  one  of  the 
few  of  its  kind  associated  with  a  four- 
year  institution,  and  as  a  result  MHT 
credits  are  applicable  to  a  four-year 
degree.  Many  undergraduates  do  both 
degrees  at  the  same  time. 

Mrs.  Clubok,  director  of  the  pro- 
gram, notes  that  'Sve  attract  a  wide 
variety  of  students.  About  a  third  of 
our  students  are  older,  often  house- 
wives coming  back  for  \ocational 
training." 

While  the  social  work  department 
is  only  six  years  old  and  the  MHT 
Program  just  four  years  old,  they  have 
enjoyed  considerable  success. 

The  program's  strong  base  is 
demonstrated  in  its  early  accredita- 
tion: the  seven-member  department 
was  one  of  the  first  social  work  pro- 
grams to  be  accredited  nationally. 

The  academic  strength  of  the  de- 
partment as  a  whole  is  shown  by  the 
advanced  standing  its  students  receive 
in  many  graduate  schools.  Ohio  Uni- 
versity social  work  graduates  can 
complete  the  equivalent  of  some  two- 
year  masters  degree  programs  in  1 1 
months. 

Successful  job  placement  is  another 
indication  of  effectiveness:  according 
to  a  1974  survey  by  the  department, 
80  per  cent  of  its  graduates  are  em- 
ployed in  social  work. 
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BSN  Degree  Offered 


When  not  on  the  job  at  O'Bleness 
Hospital,  Yvonne  Luchs,  RN,  is  a 
student    in    OU's   BSN  program. 

Last  spring,  the  Ohio  Board  of 
Regents  gave  the  go  ahead  for  the 
University  to  establish  a  School  of 
Nursing  within  the  College  of  Educa- 
tion. Developments  since  then  have 
proved  that  the  school  was  an  idea 
whose  time  had  come. 

Designed  for  registered  nurses  who 
are  graduates  of  hospital  diploma 
schools  or  two-year  institutes  and  col- 
leges, the  new  upper-division  program 
leads  to  either  a  Bachelor  of  Nursing 
degree  or  a  Bachelor  of  Education 
with  a  major  in  school  nursing. 

The  BSN  program  is  the  direct 
outgrowth  of  studies  made  by  the 
Ohio  Valley  Health  Services  Founda- 
tion and  the  Southeastern  Ohio  Re- 
gional Council  on  Nursing  which 
pointed  to  a  deficiency  in  the  num- 
ber of  professional  nurses  within  the 
19-county  area. 

These  studies  also  showed  that 
every  likely  employing  agency  within 
the  region  had  unfilled  and  budgeted 
positions  for  nurses  with  the  bacca- 
laureate degree. 

Ohio  University's  program  relies  on 
over  20  clinical  facilities  in  South- 
eastern Ohio  to  help  provide  on-site 
training.    The    variety    of    experience 
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tluis  made  possible  approximates  — 
in  the  words  of  Margaret  Wyatt,  a 
registered  nurse  and  the  school's  di- 
rector —  "a  modern  medical  center."' 
Classes  are  held  at  hospitals  and 
clinics  as  well  as  on  campus  and  are 
scheduled  around  the  fact  that  most 
of  the  enrollees  are  holding  down  full- 
or  part-time  nursing  jobs. 

A  course  on  legal  aspects  of  nursing 
given  this  past  summer  is  an  example 
of  the  innovative  and  flexible  ap- 
proach the  new  school  emplovs.  More 
than  100  men  and  women  came  to 
campus  for  two  consecutive  weekends 
of  intensive  all-day  sessions  utilizing  a 
wide  variety  of  teaching  techniques. 
The  five-credit  hour  course,  coordi- 
nated by  Miss  Wyatt,  brought  in  ex- 
perts from  the  medical  and  legal 
faculties  of  UCLA,  Ohio  State,  the 
University  of  Pittsburgh  and  Johns 
Hopkins  to  lead  class  sessions. 

Fall  enrollment  figures  continue  to 
add  to  the  rosy  picture  for  the  school, 
with  over  170  nurses  registered  for 
the  10  courses  being  offered  first  term. 

The  school  received  a  first-vear 
startup  grant  from  the  .\ppalachian 
Regional  Commission  and  additional 
monies  have  come  from  student  tui- 
tion and  fees,  state  subsidv  and  other 
grants.  An  important  individual  con- 
tribution is  the  recently  established 
O'Bleness  nursing  scholarship  fund 
(see  page  10) . 

Of  special  interest  to  alumni  is  that 
the  BSN  program  exemplifies  a  num- 
ber of  trends  apparent  in  contem- 
porary higher  education.  Among  them 
are  1)  cooperation  between  a  major 
university  and  its  local  area  to  estab- 
lish programs  of  mutual  benefit,  2) 
creation  of  programs  for  students  out- 
side the  traditional  18-22  age  group, 
3)  provision  of  increased  professional 
training  for  women  as  they  reach  out 
to  fill  administrative,  managerial  and 
specialist  positions,  4)  response  to  a 
growing  nationwide  interest  in  the 
health  care  field  and  5)  the  move- 
ment to  build  "link"  programs  at  4- 
year  institutions  that  articulate  with 
the  education  and  experience  possess- 
ed by  graduates  of  2-year  institutions.

The  chapter's  award  came  for  con- 
ducting a  campus  and  city  publicity 
clinic,  helping  with  the  J-School  fund 
drive,  organizing  a  series  of  mini- 
internships,  sponsoring  a  "Sexism  in 
Media"  program  and  presenting  a 
session  during  Women's  Career  Day 
on  campus. 

Journalism  Awards 

Three  students  on  campus  during 
the  1974-75  academic  year  were  re- 
cently named  winners  in  the  nation- 
wide William  Randolph  Hearst  Foun- 
dation Journalism  Awards  Program. 

Dan  Dry,  a  junior,  received  a  $250 
scholarship  for  sixth  place  in  the 
photojournalism  segment  of  the  pro- 
gram, and  an  identical  grant  was 
awarded  the  University.  Dale  Keiger, 
a  senior  in  journalism  and  a  Post  staff 
member,  placed  in  the  editorial  writ- 
ing competition,  and  Howard  Wilkin- 
son '75  placed  in  the  spot  news 
writing  competition. 

Program  Links 

In  an  area  in  which  it  is  the 
pioneer  among  state  universities,  OU 
has  developed  30  separate  2-1-2  link 
programs  to  enable  graduates  of  two- 
year  technical  and  community  col- 
leges to  receive  full  transfer  credit  and 
earn  bachelor  degrees  from  the  Uni- 
versity after  only  two  more  years  of 
study. 

In  the  past,  since  two-year  require- 
ments did  not  necessarily  dovetail 
with  OU  degree  requirements,  two- 
year  graduates  might  have  to  spend 
up  to  three  years  earning  a  bac- 
calaureate degree. 


Members  of  the  .Admissions  staff 
will  visit  all  of  Ohio's  31  two-year 
schools  this  year  to  alert  their  students 
and  staff  members  to  the  opportuni- 
ties made  possible  by  the  link  pro- 
grams. 

Nurses  Aid 

A  $40,000  Scholarship  Fund  to  aid 
Ohio  University's  School  of  Nursing 
was  established  by  the  O'Bleness 
Foundation  and  announced  in  Oc- 
tober by  Mrs.  Charles  G.  O'Bleness, 
widow  of  the  late  Athens  banker  and 
a  trustee  of  the  foundation. 

The  fund  will  provide  scholar- 
ship awards  of  up  to  $4,000  per  stu- 
dent to  help  registered  nurses  who  are 
residents  of  Athens  County  earn  a 
bachelor  of  nursing  degree  from  OU. 

Mrs.  O'Bleness  indicated  that  the 
scholarship  program  accords  with  her 
husband's  wish  that  O'Bleness  Hos- 
pital and  the  University  join  together 
in  the  training  of  nurses  for  the  bet- 
terment of  health  care  in  the  county. 

High  Ratings 

Two  recently  released  evaluations 
of  the  quality  of  economics  programs 
in  U.S.  institutions  of  higher  learning 
have  given  the  University's  Depart- 
ment of  Economics  high  ratings. 

The  Southern  Economic  journal 
ranked  the  department  in  the  top  five 
per  cent  in  the  nation  on  the  number 
of  articles  by  faculty  published  in 
major  journals  from   1970  to  1974. 

In  September,  the  journal  of  Eco- 
nomic History  published  an  eval- 
uation of  programs  in  economic  his- 
tory as  reflected  by  frequency  of  pub- 
lication. OU  ranked  sixth  in  the  coun- 
try, behind  Harvard,  Washington, 
Yale,   Chicago,   and   Michigan. 

Campus  Scholars 

Thirty-three  National  Merit  Schol- 
arship winners  are  currently  attending 
the  University,  a  four-fold  increase 
from  the  eight  NMS  students  enrolled 
in   1973. 

In  1974  OU  began  attracting  Na- 
tional Merit  Scholars  and  sponsoring 
up  to  10  a  year.  This  fall,  in  addition 


to  the  Merit  scholars  sponsored  by  the 
University,  five  were  sponsored  by 
outside  sources. 

Six  of  the  15  entering  merit  scholars 
are  majoring  in  the  sciences,  four  are 
in  the  liberal  arts,  one  is  in  secondary 
education,  three  are  enrolled  in  pro- 
fessional schools  and  one  has  not  yet 
declared  a  major.  Seven  of  the  total 
are  enrolled  in  the  Honors  Tutorial 
College. 

Midwest  Host 

In  late  October  the  University  was 
host  for  the  24th  Annual  Meeting  of 
the  Midwest  Conference  on  Asian 
Affairs,  a  regional  organization  of  the 
Association  for  Asian  Studies. 

More  than  120  scholars  from  col- 
leges and  universities  throughout  the 
Midwest  participated  in  two  days  of 
panel  discussions  covering  a  wide  va- 
riety of  topics  in  the  field  of  Asian 
studies.  Three  sessions  dealt  spe- 
cifically with  the  Philippines, 
Thailand  and  Taiwan,  and  another 
with  Asian  studies  at  the  pre-college 
le\el. 

A  five-session  anthropology  sympo- 
sium on  Southeast  .\sia  was  held  in 
conjunction  with  the  conference,  and 
a  Burmese  Buddhist  art  exhibition,  a 
Japanese  film  festival  and  a  pub- 
lisher's exhibit  were  also  among  the 
weekend's   events. 

Goldsberry  Track 

The  all-weather  track  now  being 
constructed  at  Peden  Stadium  was 
named  by  the  trustees  recently  the 
Blaine  R.  Goldsberry  Track  to  honor 
the  alumnus  who  has  been  a  donor 
and  was  team  physician  for  39  years, 
a  student  athlete,  and  a  close  friend 
of  Don  Peden,  for  whom  the  stadium 
was  named. 

The  first  stage  in  the  preparation 
of  the  all-weather  track  has  been 
completed  and  can  be  used  as  is  dur- 
ing the  winter  months  by  University 
athletes  and  joggers. 

Final  work  must  wait  until  hot 
weather  to  assure  a  good  bond  for  the 
surface  coat.  The  track  is  being  paid 
for  by  private  donations.

Basketball  1975-76 

Ohio  University  second-year  head 
basketball  coach  Dale  Bandy  will  rely 
on  two  lettermen  seniors  to  guide  the 
Bobcats  to  an  improvement  of  last 
year's  12-14  season. 

Scott  Love  and  Mike  Corde  will  be 
called  upon  to  lead  the  attack  of  the 
young  team.  Both  are  two-year  letter- 
men  and  Love  was  the  third  leading 
Bobcat  scorer  in  1974-75  with  12.3 
points  per  game.  Corde  averaged  6.8 
ppg.  and  had  a  team  high  88  assists 
last  season. 

Other  returnees  are  Dave  Terek, 
Phil  Miller,  Chuck  Seltzer,  Cliff  Saw- 
yer and  Bob  Leon,  each  of  whom  saw 
action  in  one-half  or  more  of  the 
Bobcats'  26  games  last  year.  Doug

Grad  Trains  World  Series  Cincinnati  Reds 


World  Series  pressure  is  not  any 
worse  than  the  "day  in,  day  out  con- 
stant pressure"  of  the  regular  season 
according  to  Larry  Starr  '68,  MA  '71, 
head  trainer  of  the  Cincinnati  Reds. 

"If  someone  gets  hurt  during  the 
series  you're  more  emphatic  about 
getting  him  back  out  playing,"  Starr 
continued,  "but  the  player  wants 
to  get  back  quicker  so  it  balances 
out." 

Starr  was  an  assistant  trainer  for 
the  Bobcats  for  three  years  before  be- 
coming a  member  of  the  Reds  orga- 
nization in  October   1971. 

As  a  trainer  Starr  works  12  months 
a  year.  He  oversees  a  three-day-a- 
week  conditioning  program  from 
early  January  to  the  start  of  spring 
training  and,  following  the  baseball 
season,  he  spends  November  and 
December  ordering  supplies  and  va- 
cationing. 

Comparing  winning  this  year's  se- 
ries with  the  Reds'  loss  in  1972  to  the 
Oakland  A's,  Starr  said  there  was  no 


difference  except  for  the  celebration. 
"It's  exciting  just  to  be  in  it,"  he  said. 

"We  really  wanted  this  series, 
though,  because  it  had  been  such  a 
good  year  as  we  set  many  records," 
noted  Starr.  "We  wanted  to  top  it  off 
with  the  whole  thing.  We  had  a 
blend  of  veterans  and  youngsters  that 
complemented  each  other  and  we 
went  in  with  confidence  and  never 
lost  it  even  when  we  were  behind." 

Starr  called  Pete  Rose  the  confi- 
dence builder  of  the  team.  "Pete's  a 
captain  in  name  but  he's  actually 
much  more,"  Starr  said.  "He's  a  win- 
ner but  he  doesn't  let  losing  affect 
him." 

Rose's  personality  rubs  off  on  the 
other  players,  noted  Starr,  adding  that 
Joe  Morgan  is  one  of  the  players  most 
affected  by  Rose's  presence. 

Failing  to  take  sole  credit  for  his 
accomplishments,  Starr  said  he  owes 
much  of  his  success  to  the  late  Al 
Hart,  University  head  trainer  for  12 
years. 
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Arnold  Welcher  carries  the  ball  in  the  Homi\oiiung  gam,-  against  Western 
Michigan.  The  Bobcat  tailback  gained  247  yards  pacing  a  24-10  victory  which 
broke  a  two-game  losing  streak  and  guaranteed  Ohio  an  even  conference  mark. 

Football  Squad  Earns  Even  Record  in  MAC 


The  Ohio  University  football  team 
achieved  a  3-3-1  mark  in  the  Mid- 
American Conference. 

The  team  was  better  than  its  record 
might  indicate,  as  all  three  of  its 
losses  were  by  8  points  or  less.  The 
Bobcats  lost  to  Miami  17-9,  Toledo 
14-10  and  Bowling  Green  19-17. 

Mike  Green  starred  in  the  Bowling 
Green  game  as  he  averaged  51.2  yards 
on  nine  punts  including  a  75-yard 
kick,  both  school  records.  The  Bobcat 
punter  was  the  conference  leader 
during  most  of  the  season,  holding 
over  a  40-yard  average.  Doubling  as  a 
wide  receiver.  Green  also  was  quarter- 
back Rick  Lilienthal's  favorite  target 
during  the  season  in  which  Lilienthal 
completed  41   per  cent  of  his  passes. 
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Another  important  offensive  player 
was  Arnold  Welcher.  The  sophomore 
tailback  rushed  for  247  yards  against 
Western  Michigan  and  212  in  the 
William  and   Mary  contest. 

Despite  the  'Cats  offensive  success, 
much  credit  must  be  given  to  the 
defensive  unit  which  continualfy 
played  well.  Considered  susceptible  to 
the  pass  prior  to  the  season,  the  squad 
never  allowed  more  than  21  points  to 
an  MAC  opponent.  The  unit  shut-out 
Ball  State  and  held  Central  and 
Western  Michigan  to  6  and  10  points 
respectively. 

Defensive  stand-outs  included  mid- 
dle guard  Rod  Day,  linebacker  Greg 
Lockett  and  linemen  Steve  Groves, 
Wally  Sonnie  and  Ted  Librizzi.
